ROADS TO PROTECT FORESTS 


J. L. Smith Outlines Plan of Fire Pro­ 


tection in Interview in Minne­ 


apolis Journal 
Minneapolis 
Journal, 
Sept. 
22: 
“ Good roads for the farmers and fire 
breaks to prevent future forest confla­ 
grations are two results from a plan 
which John L. Smith, president of the 
John L. L. 
Smith Land company of 
Minneapolis, proposes as the only feasi­ 
ble artificial preventation of such dis­ 
asters as has visited the iron range 
forests this fall. 
“ For ten years Mr. Smith has been 
buying, selling and colonizing lands in 
the northern part of Minnesota, espe­ 
cially in Crow Wing, Cass, Hubbard, 
Wadena and 
\itkin counties, which 
are generally known as ‘cut 
over’ 
lands, because nearly all the pine tim­ 
ber large enough for sawed lumber has 
been removed. 
From personal obser­ 
vation he has found that 50 per cent of 
the district was densely covered with 
pine timber, and that the slashings left 
by the lumbermen have furnished food 
for the fires that invariably follow. 
“ A great portion of this cut-over dis­ 
trict Mr. Smith says is covered now 
with a thick growth of young pine and 
other timber, which, if protected from 
fire, will be of great value to the state. 
“ Northern Minnesota is blessed with 
thousands of lakes and streams, that 
not only furnish food and water for 
the people, but form natural and per­ 
fect firebreaks, said Mr. Smith today. 
“ From actual experience, 
in my 
opinion the next best break is thejpad- 
w’ay, and if means were provided for 
the opening of avenues of three or four 
rods in width, brushed out and plowed, 
along all towmship lines in the timber 
districts, thus dividing the territory 
into tracts of six miles square, it would 
not only furnish much-needed roadways 
for the settler, but would establish a 
most effective means of fighting and 
preventing 
fires. 
Manly millions of 
dollars worth of valuable property is 
destroyed every year by fire in the 
state of Minnesota that could be saved 
by the judical expenditure of a few* 
thousands. 
“ As an illustration of the value of 
a roadway as a firebreak, last April, in 
the northern part of Crow Wing coun­ 
ty, a fire was started and not only 
threatened the destruction of a valu­ 
able tract of young timber, but also

“Good roads for the farmers and fire 
breaks to prevent future forest confla­ 
grations are two results from a plan 
which John L. Smith, president of the 
John L. L. Smith Land company of 
Minneapolis, proposes as the only feasi­ 
ble artificial preventation of such dis­ 
asters as has visited the iron range 
forests this fall. 
For ten years Mr. Smith has been 
buying, selling and colonizing lands in 
the northern part of Minnesota, espe­ 
cially in Crow Wing, Cass, Hubbard, 
Wadena and Aitkin counties, which 
are generally known as ‘cut over’ 
lands, because nearly all the pine tim­ 
ber large enough for sawed lumber has 
been removed. 
From personal obser­ 
vation he has found that 50 per cent of 
the district was densely covered with

“ As an illustration of the value of 
a roadway as a firebreak, last April, in 
the northern part of Crow Wing coun­ 
ty, a fire was started and not only 
threatened the destruction of a valu­ 
able tract of young timber, but also 
several farm houses, four men sta­ 
tioned along a common roadway for a 
distance of two miles prevented the fire 
from crossing, and thus saved consider­ 
able property and stopped what might 
have been a very disastrous fire. 
“ Instances of this kind occur almost 
daily durning a dry period of which the 
public has no knowledge. 
I believe 
that the plan suggested is the only 
practical way of stopping fires in their 
inception by providing means at small 
cost where a few men, in nine times 
out of ten, prevent a conflagration such 
as has been experienced in St. Louis 
and Cook counties, causing untold suf­ 
fering and millions in loss of property. 
It is safe to say that one-half of the 
amount contributed for the relief of 
settlers, would, if expended at the 
proper time, have prevented the de­ 
struction of timber and property, the 
value of which can hardly be estimat­ 
ed.
